September 2nd, 1030, was a Saturday 
that, will live in the memory of the whole 
world. At balf-past five on the previous 
morning Herr Hitler had struck at 
Poland, and every nation, during the slow 
hours of that dark Saturday, was alive 
with eagerness to learn if Great Britain 
and France would redeem their pledge to

Doubtless, they would have preferred 
another year of peace in which "to 
perfect the preparations that they 
had been making, in a race - against 
time, during the. previous twelve 
months; but they accepted the risk.

With the collapse of France began the 
third, and, in some respects, the most 
deadly, phase of the second Great War. 
Italy had joined her “Axis” partner 
while German troops still were pouring 
through France, and the Mediterranean at 
once became an active theatre of opera- 
tions. During the last two months Great 
Britain alone has faced such odds as never 
previously confronted her; and it may be 
that, if Herr Hitler had been in a position 
to strike at England immediately after 
the French capitulation, 
would have been raging on British soil 
before now. As matters stand, the British 
have surprised everybody—even those 
people who always have recognised that 
they are <t their best when the odds 
against them are greatest. “We can only 
guess at the colossal efforts which must

Ireland never has been explored in such 
a diversity of vehicles as during the last 
few months.

Dublin cycle 
agents announce that more bicycles have 
been bought during the present summer 
than ever before. Hundreds of young 
men and women cyclists may be seen 
leaving Dublin these days—many of 
them loaded with small tents and cooking 
utensils; others, with little more than a 
change of clothes, who will sleep at what- 
ever hotels or hostels happen by chance in 
their path—and, despite the restriction on 
petrol supplies, there are still quite a 
number of motor cars and caravans 
wending their ways to Kerry and 
Connemara and up to the shores and golf 
clubs of Donegal.

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IRISHMAN”S DIARY 


Avoca 


Every time I travel by way of Wooden- 
bridgs and Avoca my enthusiasm for the 
scenery of that district is quickened. No 
matter what the season of the year, the 
traveller encounters one delightful vista 
after another. 


In a road book which I am given to 


Vale of Avoca is better described as pretty 
than as significant. There is no rugged 
grandeur, and, pretty as it is, it is no 
more beautiful than a score of other less 
famous valleys.’’ 

That may be true enough of the popular 
views of the vale, but I certainly know of 
no other part of Ireland in which there 
are such delightful little scenes of river 
and forest’s má as one glimpses from the 
train on the way to Wexford. 

To judge by the number of passengers 
Joining my train on the return Journey to 
Dublin, there were many who spent their 
holidays in the district this year. As a 
matter of fact, one man said that everyone 
in Ireland was at Avoca when he was 
there. From Bray, to Wexford the country 
is splendid for holidays, with one form of 
attraction after another—bathing, golf, 
fishing, shooting, boating and just scenery.

Weather Service 


Woather forecasts and references to wind 
and rain have been omitted from the news- 
papers since war began owing to the value 
such information might contain for 
belligerent aircraft activity. 

One of the results has been that the 
United States Weather Bureau and the 
U.S. air lines have _ to carry on without 
their usual supply of meteorological 
information from the Eastern Hemisphere.

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Their difficulties became so acute that 
some months ago the U.S. Coast Guard 
inaugurated an Atlantic Weather Observa- 
tion Service, and despatched two cutters to 
stations approximately one-third and two: 
thirds from Bermuda on the route to the 
Azores. 

These 2,200-ton vessels are equipped 
with meteorological appliances and 
scientific personnel for taking observations 
at sea, the equivalent including automatic 
radiosondes for observing the weather 
under conditions of low visibility. 

Portugal supplies information regarding 
the weather on the part of the route 
between the Azores and Lisbon. 


ACeteors in September 


The rapidly lengthening nights of Sep- 
tember afford increased facilities for 
meteoric observations. There is an active 
radiant in Auriga, but secondary radiants 
are found: also in Perseus and sometimes 
in Gemini. 

A maximum will occur’ to-night at 
11.40. Others occur to-morrow at 11.15 
p.m. and on the 4th at 2.50 a.m. and 
11.20 p.m., the latter being followed by 
one on the Sth at 1.15 am. Minor 
maxima fall on the 6th at 9.20 p.m. and 
on the 7th at 11.25 p.m. 

The 9th has a small morning maximum 
at 12.20 and a larger one in the early 
afternoon at 12.20. There is'a great in- 
crease of meteoric intensity on the 12th, 
with a large maximum at 6.50 a.m., w hich 
is followed by another in the evening at 
8.45, while there is a secondary on the 
13th at 2 a.m. The 14th has maxima at 
2.55 a.m., 4.45 p.m. and 10 p.m. 

The 15th furnishes a large maximum at 
11 p.m. and the 16th an early evening one 
at 6.5. The 17th has an afternoon maxi- 
mum at 4,25, with a secondary at .9.50 
p.m. There is another on the 19th at ó 
Am The 21st gives two maxima, at ó 

and 8.25 a.m., and the 23rd a much 
Rohit one at 7.5 a.m. The latter, though 


invisible here, appears to be of an electric 
or magnetic character, and in this respect 

resembles the large one on the morning of 
the 12th. 


Other noteworthy maxima occur on the 
25th at 825 p.m., on the 26th at 5.10 
p.m., on the 27th at 8.44 p.m. and on the 
28th at 9.50 p.m. The evening or night 
of the 30th has two maxima, at 5.45 and

MISSING

Atlantic, 

Announcing this on Saturday 
night, the British Admiralty said that 
250 survivors have been landed from 
British warships. 

The Admiralty communiqué reads :— 


“The Secretary of the Admiralty 
regrets to announce armed merchant 
cruiser H Dunvegan Castle 


(Captain H Ardill, R.N.), has been 
torpedoed and subsequently sun. Two 
hundred and fifty survivors from H.M.§; 
Dunvegan Castle have been landed fro 
British warships. | : 

“ Next of kin of casualties have been 
informed.”’ 

The survivors, who were rescued by two 
warships, were landed at a Scottish West 
Coast port, About thirty members of the 
crew are reported missing. 

After the vessel had been hit her doom 
seemed certain, and the crew was ordered 
to the boats. The ‘captain and three men 
were the last to be taken off. The life- 
boats pulled away quickly and stood off about 
a mile distant, The men then rested on their 
oars a vessel blazing furiously. 

A wflying- on reconnaissance ins 
spotted the blazing ship, and directed two 
warships to the spot, dome of the men had 
been afloat in the. boats for some hours 
before rescue. The sea was calm. 

The Dunvegan Castle, a motor liner, began 
her maiden voyage in September, 1936, from 


Tilbury to uth Africa. She accom-

The Dunvegan Castle was built by Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, of Belfast. Her sister 
ship is the Dunnottar Castle (15,050 tons). 


BELFAST MAN’S STORY 


A Belfast man who was on board said that 
he had jast gone to his bunk when he heard 
a dull explosion. “We knew it was a 
torpedo right,” he said, and we imme- 
diately took action stations. It was very 
dark, and we could see nothing in the water. 
The ship developed a list and the decks were 
awash, We spent the night in the boats. A 
seaplane came over and spotted us, and 
guided two warships to our rescue.” 

Other survivors said that the commander 
and some of the officers remained on board 
until all the men had taken to the lifeboats. 

A number of injured were taken to hospital 
when the crew were landed. 

This is the seventh armed merchant, 
cruiser to be lost since the war began. The 
Rawalpindi, famous P. and QO. liner, fought 
nobly to the end against the German pocket- 
battleship Deutschland off Iceland in Novem- 
_ber, providing a new epic in sea battles, The 
death roll was over 250.

.M.S. Scotstoun was torpedoed and sunk, 
with six missing; H.M.S. Andania suffered 
the same fate, without loss, and H.M.S.

GERMAN CAUTION 


Several times during the day the Germans 
paid the British fighters the compliment of

DEFENSIVE CIRCLES

When yet another formation of Hurri- 
canes was sighted by 50 Messerschmitt 
110’s, the Messerschmitts at once formed de- 
fensive circles, flying round and round on 
each other’s tails, and léaving the Hurri- 
canes to take the initiative. The Hurri- 
canes broke up the Messerschmitt defensive 
circles, and shot down three of them, damag- 
ing several more. One of the Hurricane 
pilots was killed in the fight. : 


On the way home from this attack a pilot 
officer who had become separated from the 
rest saw about 120 of the Germans making 
for the coast. He attacked single-handed, 
split up one group of the German formation 
into two sections of five, both of which 
turned to attack him. After engaging one 
section he turned and made a head-on attack 
on the outside aircraft of the other section. 

‘This latter aircraft was damaged,’’ said 
the pilot, “it waffled away.” After a further 
dog-fight, with the Germans all round him, 
he returned to his base with just two hits 
on his Hurricane, neither of which did any 
serious damage either to the aircraft or to 
himself.

In this country the A.R.P. is a purely 
voluntary and unpaid organisation, yet what 
an amount of effort is being put into the 
various tasks! The auxiliary fire service 
does a three months’ course; the first aid a 
much longer course, and the warden service 
is continually on duty. As a warden, Í had 
to do a month’s gas training; then a course 
of first aid, and, following that,- a course 
in fire fighting (incidentally, this takes 
place on Saturday and Sunday afternoons). 
At = my duties are one night weekly 
for drill; one night for meeting and 
lecture; and the other nights to patro] the 
streets in my area.

BUCHAREST ,. Monday. 

Armoured cars and police armed with 
““tommy’’ guns and rifles were necessary to 
deal with demonstrations which took place in 
various parts of Bucharest last night as a 
protest against the Rumanian Government’s 
cession of Transylvanian territory to 
Hungary. 

The demonstration against the Govern- 
ment’s action was said to be the most ener- 
getic seen in Bucharest since 1914.
